It is true that a needless and 
ludicrous mystery was at first made of the mobiliza- 
tion of our troops on the border, but the president 
soon sickened of the secrecy with which it was sought 
to envelope that military move and frankly told the 
truth about it as he is wont to do in all cases when 
left to himself. 


If he had taken counsel of some of his regular and 


volunteer advisors this country would weeks ago have 
been embroiled with Mexico. He has stood fast by 
his common sense notion of things, is preserving a 
sincere and effective neutrality and the Mexicans are 
settling- their family quarrel in their own fashion.' In 
the senate a day or two ago Senator Stone, of Mis- 
souri, delivered a jingo speech urging armed inter- 
ference by this government in the war on the other 
side of the border. It was a foolish and mischief- 
making harangue without rhyme or reason. No at- 
tention will be paid to it more than would be com- 
manded by any other species of jingoistic nonsense 
from the floors of congress.

This country cannot even invent a pretext for in- 


tervention in Mexico. ! The Americans taken prison- 


V'v-ers by the federals are volunteers in the ranks of the 


rebels, young adventurers in search of excitement. 


^•The victims on this side of the boundary of the border

''tles"cannot be viewed from front seats without peril 
to the spectators. To Mexicans this war is a serious 
matter, whereas the watchers at close range have been 
disposed to regard it as a frolic.

To intervene would 
be:jinsane if not criminal. President Taft is neither. 
He'- is rational, just and courageous. The country, 
owes much to his good sense.

bearance and magnanimity in Juarez—so much so in- 
deed as to rather upset some accounts that have been 
given of the conduct of the Madero forces. The men 
seem to be under very fair discipline'and the atroci- 
ties that had been predicted have not been committed. 
General Madero treated General Navarro with ex- 
treme courtesy and generosity. 
Not the finest sol- 


dier of Europe could have been more chivalrous to a 
foe. 
It is pleasant to note this, because the war is not 


yet ended.

of Fort Wayne, unless accompanied by 
such owner or person having the Immedi- 
ate custody of control of said dog. and 
whenever any dog. whether taxed or un- 
laxed. is at large upon the streets, high- 
ways, alleys or other public places ol 
the city .unaccompanied by the owuer of 
such dog or person having the Immedi- 
ate custody or control of said dog. it shall 
be the duty 'of the noundmaster or any 
police officer or other proper officer of 
said city to take said dog and keep it tin- 
der the control of said city for a period 
of forty-eight hours after the said dog 
has been taken In custody, and after- 
wards killed unless within the forty-eight 
hour period the owner or hla duly au- 
thorized agent shall call at the place 
where said dog is kept and said dog may 
r>G released and turned over to said owner 
or his authorized agent on payment of 
two dollars to the poundmaster for the 
benefit of the city, to pay the expenses 
for the care and custody of said dog.

many ways. Sticky paper, poisoned water and "fly traps;

Pyrethrum powder burnt in the house lays them out in 
winrows: those It does not kill will fall stunned and may 
be swept up. But Nature herself has given us ,one of the 
very best weapons of defense, especially suited to people 
living in small towns or in the country. It is the little 
wild white clover that grows in every yard. 


Gather every three or four days a. fresh handful of this 


clover and put it in a vase on the table. The odor of the 
wild white clover will drive them away from the sweetest 
sugar in the .louse.

come from, when an uncovered swill pail is under the wash- 
bench on the back porch. 


Flies breed in the offal of the stable, in decaying vege- 


tables and in garbage of all kinds. The presence of flies 
is evidence of careless housekeeping.

bage pails and to let the sunshine into the dark corners: 
but this is something they can't afford to slight. It is care- 
lessness that comes back a boomerang in sickness and 
death. 


The best way to get rid oC flics is by a preventive. 
Every open drain is a summons to flies to come and make 


merry; every open stable vault is an engraved invitation. 
It is easier not tn have one hundred flies 'than to get rid 
of one. in fact, the easiest way to be rid of flies is not to 
have them. Just so much work must be done in order to 
keep a house cleared of the pests, and if. this is put into 
doing away with their breeding places it is nine stitches 
saved. 


Cleanliness Is the sworn to use in the war against the 


housefly. 
Flies are mortally afraid of sunshine and soap. 


The next precept is vigilance. These two go hand in hand 
bearing the banner of housewifely victory. Here are some 
helps: 


Keep the streets clean. 
Screen.all food. 
Pour kerosene into drains. 
Dispose ot all decaying materials. 
Screen all windows and doors. 
Sprinkle nil stable waste with lime. 
Do these and your fly worries will take wines.

save his swordrto' Colonel Garibaldi, 
of the 
insurre'cto 
army, 
after the 


rebels had 
closely 
surrounded the 


barracks, where General Cs'avarro and 
the federals were making their last' 
stand, and threatened to annihilate 
the- remnant of the -Diaz army within. 


General Navarro'a eyes dimmed aa 


he surrendered, but Colonel Garibaldi, 
with a handshake that bespoke his ad- 
miration for the brave fight the fed- 
eral leader had made, assured him of 
the desire of the rebels to afford lutn 
every courtesy. 
A score of rebel of- 


ficers rode up and extended to the 
federal commander their sympathy as 
Mexicans for him and his men. 


There is the same fraternal senti- 


ment in the hearts of the entire in- 
surrecto army Jor their countryman 
who have been defeated, but every- 
where are 
heard words of oppro- 


brium for President Diaz, whom they 
hold responsible for 
the loss of life 


and the suffering of the wounded. 


General Madero. himself, when he 


Arrived In the afternoon at the corral 
where the federal prisoners are quar- 
tered, made an address full of sym- 
pathy • and 
encouragement, lauding 


them for their bravery and assuring 
them that In his heart, as well as in 
those of his men, there was no feeling 
of emnity. but 
of uniform friendli- 


ness. 


Lauds Navarro. 


"You fought for General Diaz," he 


declared at 
the 
conclusion 
of his 


speech, "because you had to; becauaa 
you were a part of the system which 
we are trying to dissolve. In a few 
clays perhaps peace wilt bo restored. 
You soon will bo free: If the war is 
to be continued^ you can have your 
choice of being paroled or Joining the 
army of liberation. In the meantime 
we shall, treat you as brothers, not as 
foes."

Soldiers Crowd Barracks. 


Shrapnel was being poured into the 


lollow square of the barracks. Many

were killed. 


The soldiers crowded the place to its 
capacity. 
Only a few loopholes from 


which to shoot at 
the insurrectos 


pierced its sides. 


Finally, at noon, General Navarro 


hoisted a 
white flag, He first at- 


tempted to send a messenger to Senor 
Obregon, one of the go-betweens in 
the recent peace negotiations, asking 
him to arrange for a cessation of hos- 
tilities or for an armistice, but the 
rebels would accept nothing except 
immediate surrender. 


Toar Off Clothing, 


The fighting soon ceased and atten- 


tion immediately was directed to the 
dead and wounded. 
The federals in 


their humiliation tore off their caps 
and uniforms and under guard of the 
rebels walked dejectedly in their un- 
derclothing down the street to the cor- 
ral. 
They numbered about 500. Last 


night it was reported that 150 of them 
had taken the oath of allegiance to 
Gen. Madero and would Join his forces.

of the town appeared in the streets 
with sighs of reuief and the insurrec- 
tos began a continuous uproar of 
shouts.
